Scheduled  for  presentation  dur- 
ing the  final  student  body  assem- 
bly of  1938,  the  plot  centers  around 
an  appropriate  Christmas  theme. 
Different  among  Christmas  plays 
in  that  it  is  neither  biblical  nor  leg- 
endary, but  realistic,  “The  Nine 
who  were  Mother”  promises  vari- 
ety.

They  Present  Military  Ball 

Tonight  In  Sixteenth  Loan  Fund  Affair 


Decorations,  Orchestra,  “Spy”  Will 
Add  To  Ball’s  Enchantment 

With  the  military  theme  of  “Farewell  to  Arms”  in  observ- 
ance  of  the  anniversary  of  Armistice  Day,  the  sophomore  class 
is  sponsoring  the  annual  Loan  Fund  ball  which  will  be  held  in 
the  Women’s  gym  this  evening. 

The  sophomore  class  of  1922  started  the  fund  which  is  to 

be  used  by  students  who  need  fi-^- 
nancial  assistance  to  stay  in  col- 
lege. Each  class  since  that  time  has 
contributed  the  proceeds  of  the 
dance  to  the  loan  fund. 

The  dance  is  traditionally  "dutch” 
and  semi-formal. 

"By  ‘dutch’,”  explains  Chairman 
Everett  Manwaring,  “we  do  not 
mean  that  everyone  comes  in  wood- 
en shoes.  It  merely  means  that 
each  couple  buys  two  tickets,  the 
girl  contributing  the  price  of  her 
ticket.” 

Couples  will  be  met  at  the  door 
by  members  of  the  national  guard 
and  escorted  through  “No  Man’s 
Land”.  They  will  “go  over  the  top” 
at  the  zero  hour”  of  9:00  p.  m.  into 
open  territory.  The  Armistice  will 
be  commemorated  at  11:00  p.  m. 
and  “Farewell  to  Arms”  will  be 
played  at  12:00. 

Military  decorations  such  as 
flags  and  barbed  wire  entangle- 
ments will  lend  atmosphere  to  the 
hall.  The  orchestra  will  be  dressed 
in  military  costume  and  will  play 
several  medleys  of  war-time  tunes. 

Official  military  “spy”  will  be  Pro- 
fessor Elmer  Miller.

Knight  was  one  of  the  principal 
benefactors  of  the  institution  both 
as  Brigham  You-ng  academy  and 
Brigham  Young  university. 

With  her  husband,  Mrs.  Knight 
contributed  financial  aid  and  sup- 
port to  the  expansion  of  the  uni- 
versity including  the  building  of 
College  hall,  of  the  training  pudd- 
ing, the  Maeser  memorial  building 
and  other  expansions.  She  was  par- 
ticularly interested  in  assisting 
young  people  to  gain  an  education 
and  awarded  scholarships  for  that 
purpose. 

The  new  dormitory  which  will 
bear  the  name  of  the  university’s 
benefactoress  is  now  tinder  con- 
struction and  is  expected  to  be 
ready  for  occupancy  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  winter  quarter.

Lecturer  Reveals 
Attitudes  of 
European  Dictators 

“Germany  is  not  happy  in  her 
new  frontiers;  she  feels  she  has  en- 
emies,” was  the  attitude  of  Abbe 
Ernest  Dirrtnet  in  his  lyceum  lec- 
ture last  evening.  These  enemies 
were  presented  as  the  Jews  and  the 
Catholics. 

Because  Berlin  was  never  cap- 
tured, the  Germans  feel  “They  were 
stabbed  in  the  back — stabbed  in  the 
back  by  the  Jews,”  stated  the  Abbe. 
Lord  George  objected  to  the  armies 
marching  100  miles  to  Berlin.  This 
gave  the  idea  that  they  we,re  beat- 
en only  by  the  Jews,  he  said. 

In  the  course  of  his  lecture  on 
“The  Map  of  Europe”,  Abbe  Dim- 
net  explained  that  the  details  of 
Hitler’s  conquest  of  a month  ago 
were  not  given  to  the  European

newspaper  public.  In  reading  the 
American  papers  recently,  however, 
he  says  he  can  see  that  the  whole 
thing  had  been  prepared  in  advance. 

The  other  great  European  leader, 
Mussolini,  started  his  career  as  a 
.socialist.  The  change  to  a dictator 
came  rather  abruptly,  the  lecturer 
said.  It  came  as  the  result  of  read- 
ing the  phrase,  “seize  by  violence”, 
the  author  stated.  Mussolini  began 
his  agitation  in  Italy  at  the  age  of 
18. 

“Italy  has  always  been  an  over- 
populated  country.  A need  for  a 
place  in  the  sun  has  become  in- 
creasingly great.  This  accounts  for 
the  things  that  happened  in  1918,” 
the  writer  and  philosopher  believes. 
He  further  believes  that  the  League 
of  Nations  was1  the  supreme  effort 
for  peace.

Dear  Editor: 

Thanks  to  your  editorial  of  last 
week,  the  fact  that  there  is  an  In- 
ter-Social-Unit-Council and  that 
definite  rushing  rules  do  exist  have 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
B.Y.U.  student  body.  This  should 
be  of  material  help  in  clarifying 
the  responsibility  of  unit  members 
and  their  relationship  with  the 
council.  It  should  also  be  of  materi- 
assistance  to  the  council  in  giving 
better  service. 

The  Inter-  Social  - Unit  - Council 
has  made  rules  concerning  rushing 
and  is  prepared  to  inflict  the  neces- 
sary penalty  upon  any  unit  break- 
ing these  rules.  However  as  you 
will  readily  recognize,  it  is  an  im- 
possibility to  inflict  a penalty  upon 
a unit  for  illegal  rushing  where  all 
complaints  are  merely  hearsay, 
rumor,  or  gossip. 

I will  agree  that  there  are  various 
rumors  traversing  our  campus  to 
the  effect  that  some  units  are  mo- 
nopolizing freshmen  students  al 
student  body  dances,  that  some  un- 
its are  saving  too  many  assembly 
freshmen  on  their  party  guest  lists, 
seats,  and  that  other  units  include 
But  definite  facts  concerning  these 
affairs  have  not  yet  been  officially 
presented  to  the  Inter  - Social  - 
Unit  - Council,  the  ajudicating  body 
with  the  authority  to  take  action 
against-  such  activities. 

If  every  social  unit  member  who 
has  a complaint  to  make  against 
what  appears  to  be  illegal  rushing 
would  make  their  complaint  to  the 
council  through  his  unit  represen- 
tative, instead  of  merely  spreading 
his  complaint  about  the  campus  as 
gossip,  he  would  get  action  against 
the  offender.  This  explains  the  in- 
activity of  the  council  during  the 
last  few  weeks. 

Since  the  line  between  illegal 
private  rushing  and  the  “friendly 
spirit”  is  very  indefinite,  it  is  im- 
possible to  state  beforehand  what 
is  rushing  and  what  is  merely  good 
fellowship.  However,  should  com- 
plaints be  presented  to  the  council 
concerning  what  appears  to  be  il- 
legal rushing,  the  council  will  con- 
sider the  facts  presented  and  decide 
whether  or  not  a penalty  should  be 
levied. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  each 
member  of  every  unit  to  keep  his 
unit  above  suspicion.  In  addition  to 
this,  each  member  should  make  his 
president  sware  of  infractions  of  the 
rules  by  any  unit  and  insist  that  it 
be  brought  before  the  council  in 
regular  order,  so  that  the  unit  con- 
cerned will  have  a chance  to  de- 
find its  action. 

The  I.S.U.C.  is  made  up  of  rep- 
resentatives from  every  unit.  In 
order  to  make  this  council  an  ef- 
fective working  organization  it 
must  have  the  cooperation  of  every 
B.Y.U.  student,  as  well  as  unit 
members.

From  the  Daily 
Tribune,  Salt  Lake  City,  December 
24,  1897:  “Fights  among  the  crowd 
occurred  frequently  throughout  the 
game,  and  so  unruly  was  the  crowd 
that  the  police  after  the  first  few 
minutes  of  play,  gave  up  trying  to 
control  it  and  allowed  it  to  rush  on 
the  field  at  its  own  sweet  will.” 
The  game  ended  in  this  way;  “The 
crowd  was  pressed  closely  about 
the  players  and  yelled  like  mad  for 


the  Crescents.  Referee  Call  said  it 
was  Provo’s  ball,  but  the  crowd  had 
surged  around  him,  yelling  like 
fiends,  and  he  could  not  make  him- 
self heard.  Meanwhile  Umpire 
Smith  had  awarded  the  ball  to  the 
Crescents’,  forgetting  in  the  excite- 
ment and  hurly-burly  of  the  mo- 
ment that  it  was  not  his  province 
to  give  the  decision.  Both  teams 
were  lost  in  the  midst  of  the  shriek- 
ing throng,  and  Referee  Call  award- 
ed the  game  to  Provo,  he  was  im- 
mediately set  upon  by  the  crowd, 
and  but  for  the  protection  of  Man- 
ager Davis  of  Provo ■”  Sorry, 

I couldn’t  find  the  page  that  the 
game  finished  on.  However  the 
headlines  state,  “WAS  A SLUG- 
GING MATCH— The  Provo  — 
Crescent  Game  Ended  in  a Row.

Mingling  among  “Y”  football 
players,  Monday  afternoon  Captain 
John  A.  John  sen  of  the  1897  Coug- 
ar team  discussed  “The  good  old 
days”. 

With  a twinkle  in  his  eyes,  he 
related  the  interesting  events  of  the , 
two  games  in  which  they  beat  Utah 
♦University  to  the  tune  of  14-0  and 
16-0  in  the  fall  of  1897.  The  battles 
were  rough  and  tough,  and  many 
an  injury  occured  due  to  the  fact 
that  rules  were  .not  observed. 

Asked  by  present  Captain  Forest 
Bird  to  compare  the  1938  team  with 
the  one  he  captained,  Mr.  Johan- 
sen definitely  stated  that  the  pres- 
ent team  plays  a better  class  of 
football  than  did  his.  He  contribut- 
ed this  to  the  skilled  coaching,  de- 
ception, and  forward  passing.  In 
those  days,  the  players  coached 
themselves.  They  used  power  and 
speed  instead  of  deception.  The 
forward  pass,  as  we  know  it  to- 
day, was  never  used.  Any  attempt 
to  forward  pas  resulted  in  a forfeit- 
ure of  the  ball  to  the  opposite  team. 
Substitutions  were  rare  because  the 
squad  consisted  of  only  fifteen  men. 

“As  to  the  equipment”.  Johan- 
sen said,  “I  notice  that  you  fellows 
lack  one  protection  that  we  had. 
That  was  a large  rubber  nose-guard 
which  was  worn  by  most  players. 
Otherwise,  you  have  practically  the 
same  padding  except  our  jerseys 
were  lined  with  sheepskin.” 

According  to  Captain  Johansen, 
the  field  goal  was  worth  more  then, 
then  a touchdown.  A drop-kick  or 
placement  from  the  field  tallied  five 
points,  while  the  touchdown  only 
counted  four.  Two  points  instead 
of  one  were  allowed  for  converting 
after  touchdown. 

The  game  itself  consisted  of  the 
same  sixty  minute  period  that  ex- 
ists today;  however,  no  rests  were 
allowed  and  goals  were  changed 
only  at  the  half.  No  penalties  for 
roughness  were  called  by  the  offic- 
ials. Probably  because  of  this, 
football  was  discontinued  at  the 
“Y”  followinug  the  fall  of  ’98  up 
until  sixteen  years  ago. 

Playing  tackle,  quarterback,  and 
captain  at  135  pounds,  John  Johan- 
sen was  a member  of  the  Brigham 
Young  team  for  three  years.  He 
was  awarded  a Teacher’s  Celtifi- 
cate  in  1898,  and  left  school  that 
year.  After  teaching  school  for  sev- 
eral years,  he  went  to  Canada 
where  he  has  lived  since. 

Mr.  Johansen  will  remain  in  Utah 
for  several  days  before  leaving  for 
his  Canadian  home.  He  left  Provo, 
late  Monday  afternoon,  for  a visit 
with  his  brother  in  Huntington.
